Onr water rates are higher than 
they should be, due, I understand, 
to the fact that the water sys­ 
tem was installed for a consider­ 
ably greater population than we 
now have; and the water company 
must pay Interest, depreciation, 
maintenance, and If possible a 
profit on their greater Investment, 
which amount of course comes 
from the consumer.

The solution IB easy to present- 
not so easy to accomplish. The 
people of Torrance, as a unit, rnuflt 
realize their precarious situation 
and .as a unit, act to correct it.

good quality, ample for our present
